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Six Killed as L.A. 
Saloon Bombed 
After Fracas 


LOS ANGELES (UP)—Four angry men who had 
been ejected from a cocktail bar tossed an oversized 
homemade gasoline bomb into the crowded cafe-saloon 
shortly before midnight Thursday night, killing six per­ 
sons and injuring three others. 
Police called it ' mass murder" 
and broadcast an all points bulle­ 
tin for the four men who were 
removed from the establishment 
twice during 
the evening, 
once 
during a fracas involving a wom­ 
an customer, and then returned 
"to get even" by hurling the gaso­ 
line through the front door. 


ONE OF THE FOUR ignited the 
fuel, which reacted like a bomb 
by blasting out doors and windows 
and melting bar stools among the 
terror stricken patrons. 
The 
coroner's 
office 
reported 
five men and one woman died In 
the explosion that demolished the 
Mecca Cafe and created a panic. 
The dead were tentatively iden­ 
tified as Antonio M. Smaldino, 27; 
Harry Robinson, 
(it); 
Philip 
E. 
Crawshaw, 211: Gilbert Gonzales, 
20, and Jacqueline A. Mclnnes, 21. 
the woman, all of Los Angeles. A 
fifth man was still to be identified, 
his body charred beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
EARLIER FIREMEN said 
sev­ 
en bodies had been taken from 
the blackened cafe but one of the 
persons believed dead, Mrs. B ar­ 
bara Spielli, 
survived 
but 
was 
hospitalized with burns over most 
of her body. 
Police immediately combed the 
city for the four men who stood 
at the cafe door and tossed the 
five-gallon can 
filled with 
gaso 
line to the floor. 
One of the trio 
tossed a lighted match on the top­ 
pled can and the cafe and the en­ 
tire block rocked with a terrific 
explosion. 


WITNESSES said patrons stum ­ 
bled from the flaming cafe with 
their clothes on fire. 


Police Inspector Thomas Rcddin 
said the four men had been in 
the bar earlier but were ordered 
to leave by Larry Finton, the bar­ 
tender. because they couldn't pro­ 
duce proper identification. 
Cali­ 
fornia law requires a person to be 
at least 21 .years old in order to 
be served liquor. 
Witnesses said the men fled aft­ 
er 
one 
threw 
the 
match 
that 
touched off the explosion 
Officers said Vernon Waggy, a 
customer in the bar who escaped 
injury fired three shots at Ihe 
fleeing suspects but each bullet hit 
a parked car. 


POLICE SAII) Ihe patrons In 
the cafe trampled over the dead 
and injured in a mad scramble 
for safety. 
It was believed the 
seven victims were 
knocked 
to 
the floor in the mad scramble for 
safety and then were burned to 
death. 
Cafe 
owner 
William 
Norman 
said he had just been negotiating 
the sale of the cafe — a small 
neighborhood bar 
Officers esti­ 
mated that about 20 persons were 
crowded around the bar sipping 
drinks when the explosion took 
place. 


THE 
ROCKING 
BLAST caused 
a fire in the cafe but the blaze 
was quickly extinguished by fire 
men. 
"The building is completely gut 
ted," said one fireman. 
"We had 
a hard time finding the bodies 
with all 
that 
blackened 
debris 
around.” 
Thousands

Extra officers were called out to 
hold back the crowd.

Freeholders, who must be elec­ 
tors of this county for five years, 
can file as soon as the election 
is called and up to 18 days before 
the election. 


THE MOVEMENT for Charter

gained sudden impetus this month 
when Supervisor Curtis Chamber­ 
lain suggested adding the Free­ 
holder election to the June II bal­ 
lot with the $5.465.000 county build­ 
ing bonds. 
County support for the charter 
m e s u r e is being spearheaded by 
the lea g u e of Riverside 
County 
Cities, m ade up of m ayors of 11, 
county 
municipalities, 
who 
peti- 
tinned the Supervisors last month 
i to put the election on the ballot 
i Several superv isors have stated in 
1 the past that they would support a 
Freeholder 
election but 
did 
not 
wish to put the county to the ex­ 
pense of a special election for that 
purpose. 


THE LEAGUE OF Women Vot 
ers of Riverside, which completed 
a two-year study of county govern­ 
ment in early March with empha­ 
sis on general law versus charter 
form, voted overwhelmingly at an 
em ergency 
meeting 
last 
Thurs­ 
day to seek to hava the election 
called at this time. 
The national league, a non-parti­ 
san organization with som e 1,000 
local groups in every state in the 
Union, was founded in 1920 to pro 
m ote citizen participation in their 
government. The Riverside group 
points out that if this election is 
delayed until possibly 
the 
June 
primary 
or 
November 
general 
election of next year, the Charter 
itself would have to come up at a 
special election in 1959.
